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Lift the Persona/ Property Tax Burden 


When the voters of Wisconsin go to the 


polls in April they will receive an official 
referendum ballot with six. proposals for 
amending the state constitution. Of the six. 
the last is. in the opinion of many, the most 
important. This proposal will appear on the 
ballot as follows: 


'•Shall Section 1 of Article 8 of the con- 


stitution be amended so that the taxation 
of 
merchants' 
stock-in-trade, 
manufac- 


turers' materials and finished products, 
and livestock need not be uniform with the 
taxation of real or other personal property, 
but the taxation of all such merchants' 
stock-in-trade, 
manufacturers' 
materials 


anu imished products and livestock shall 
be uniform, except that the legislature may- 
provide that the value thereof may be de- 
termined on an average basis?'' 


The voters should mark their ballots 


"Yes" in answer to this question for a great 
many reasons. The requirement of the Wis- 
consin constitution that all property taxes 
be uniform has been a burden on the backs 
of all industrial, agricultural and commer- 
cial operators in this state for over 100 
years. It was written into the constitution 
in the hope that taxes in Wisconsin being, 
levied in a uniform manner would be fair. 
It has not worked out that way. A great 
many exemptions have been written into 
the law in relation to personal property. 
Whereas in the beginning literally hun- 
dreds of items were subject to the personal 
property tax. ii has worked out in prac- 
tice during the past 100 years that most 
of the items originally taxed have been 
made exempt and only those items men- 
tioned in the question quoted above now 
sre subject to personal property taxes. 


Nearly everyone who has studied this 


question, regardless of political affiliation, 
ha? come to the conclusion that the tax is 
unfair and burdensome and should be 
eliminated. 


Only recently Gov. Gaylord Nelson, in 


discussing 
means of ' making 
Wisconsin 


more attractive to industry said. "I hope 
the legislature and the voters will approve 
the proposed constitutional amendment to 
lower the tax rate on personal property for 
tins has been a definite competitive handi- 
cap to Wisconsin companies." 


In 1958. the Wisconsin Taxpayers Al- 


liance published a study on personal prop- 
erty taxes. It said: 


''Since its beginning, the personal prop- 


erty tax has been one of fhe most studied 
and analyzed taxes in Wisconsin. The con- 
clusion reached by nearly all experts on 
taxation was that the personal property tax 
either should be abolished or greatly modi- 
fied." 


In 1956, the governor of Wisconsin re- 


ported on a study of this subject. The re- 
port compared state and local taxes on 
manufacturing in Wisconsin with similar 
taxes in other states. The report was based 


on the experience of 40 companies which 
operated plants both in Wisconsin and in 
11 other states. Identical book values were 
used for comparisons of 70 plants. The re- 
sults showed that 52 plants wo(uld pay, a 
higher tax if they were located in Wis- 
consin. In 18 cases the personal property 
tax would have been higher in other states 
than in Wisconsin. 


This report has been quoted often to 


show how the Wisconsin tax program tends 
to discourage development of industry in 
this state. 


The personal property tax is unfair for 


many reasons including the one often 
given, that the assessors have great diffi- 
culty in finding personal property and also 
difficulty in placing a value on it. In fact, it 
is frequently necessary for the assessor to 
accept what the taxpayer says he has rath- 
er than attempting to make a personal as- 
sessment of the property. It is said that the 
assessment of personal property on May 1 
in Wisconsin treats some people unfairly. 
For example, a manufacturer of road con- 
struction equipment or farm machinery 
probably will have a high inventory on 
hand on May 1 whereas the fuel oil dealer 
or manufacturer- of snowplows will have a 
very small inventory. Some retail estab- 
lishments such as jewelry stores have a 
large inventory with relatively slow turn- 
over. Other stores, including meat markets, 
will have a smaller inventory and a very- 
rapid turnover. 


The most commonly recommended so- 


lution for the personal property tax prob- 
lem is to abolish the tax. Several states 
have exempted personal property taxes 
completely. Others exempt manufacturers' 
inventories in Ihe hopes of encouraging 
manufacturing. In Wisconsin it would be 
necessary to raise something over 870.- 
000.000 elsewhere to replace the personal 
property tax. That would be d i f f i c u l t to do 
at one time. Therefore the plan is to 
change the constitution to permit a lower- 
ing of the tax and a partial replacement. 
This could be continued over a period of 
years until finally Wisconsin would be rid 
of the unfair levy. 


The most recent condemnation of the 


personal property tax came from the. gov- 
ernor's blue ribbon study committee. It 
said ''The manufacturing industry has a 
higher tax burden in Wisconsin than in 
surrounding states. The fact that a sub- 
stantial tax differential does exist, even 
though empirical evidence of the effect of 
this tax differential on Wisconsin's eco- 
nomic growth potential had not been de- 
veloped, it is reason enough for removing 
the tax differential and avoiding the risk 
of impeding economic growth." 


The people of Wisconsin will do well to 


rid themselves of this unfair burden on 
their freedom of action in tax matters in 
April. 


Pacifists and Civil Defense 


Leaders of civil defense attending a re- 


gional meeting in Madison recently had no 


difficulty getting along with the pacifists 
who showed up to picket the session. The 


civil defense leaders merely invited Brarn 


Luckorn of Brooklyn. \. Y , a University of 


Wisconsin freshman and organizer of the 


protest, to join the civil defense meeting 


and hear what it was all about. 


Luckom soon was sitting in a front row 


seat where he heard William K. Chipman, 
newly appointed state 
civil defense di- 


rector, renounce the federal civil defense 
laws as "just about useless." Chipman said 
it was ridiculous for the federal govern- 
ment to ask the states to pay half of the 
civil defense costs. He said the present 
program falls far short of being effective 
and that ?.n effective program is necessary 
to insure the survival of a majority of the 
population. If that could be done, he said, 


it would prove a deterrent to potential at- 
tackers. 


Without arms control and inspection, 


Ctiipman declared the prospects of inhabi- 
t a n t s of the northern hemisphere reaching 
the year 2.000 — or even 1980 — are not 
rosy. 


What Luckom thought of the proceed- 


ings was not reported. But the 
pamphlet 


distributed by the student pickets was re- 
ported to be very similar to the warnings of 
possible atomic devastation Chipman is- 
sued to the delegates. 


It is odd that the leaders of the civil 


defense movement, and the leaders of the 
pacifists attempting to break up the meet- 
ing, used the same arguments to arrive at 
different conclusions. 
The students held 


that civil defense, by giving the illusion of 
protection, 
increases 
the 
possibility of 


nuclear war. The civil defense meeting was 
told that only an adequate program would 
prevent war.
